COURT TO DECIDE LEGALITY OF FEE 


At Sylvester 


> 


Sylvester, Ga., May 21.—(Special.) 
Whether the local consolidated school 
is a public or a_ private institution 
will be decided by the county. courts 
as the result of a shortage of funds 
provided at the beginning of the school 
year for operation of the school. 

At the beginning of the present 
school year the trustees of the school 
seeing that they would be unable with 
the funds that they would have to 
run the public schools more than eight 
months authorized the teachers of the 
school to ru: an extra month for those 
who desireP to seyd their children 
through the nine months and to charge 
therefore a tuition fee of five dollars 
per month, this charge to include truck 
hire and other charges, 


It was agreed by the teachers that 
anyone who wanted to send their chil- 
dren for the extra month could do so 
without charge if it was shown that 
they were unable to pay the fee. 

Ninety per cent of the pupils paid 
this fee, but about 10 per cent took 
the position that if the building was 
used for school purposes that they 
would force the teachers to teach their 
children for nothing and. refused to 


pay the five dollars and sent their chil- 
dren to school. 

‘The teachers, it was charged, dis- 
criminated against the children of par- 
ents who had not paid the five dollars 
and for this reasow a mandamus was 
sued out by the disgruntled parents 
reordering the teachers to teach their 
children without pay. A temporary 
mandamus was issued by Judge Eve 
last. Tuesday and a hearing was held 
Saturday, 


At this hearing an order was passed 
requiring those who wanted to send 
itheir children without paying tuition 
to either pay to the clerk of court the 
five dollars charged or furnish good 
and sufficient bond guaranteering its 
paying when case is finally disposed 
of. 

An issue of fact was developed in 
the hearing as to whether the school 
is a public or private school. If upon 
the-trial of this matter it is decided 
by the jury that the school is a pri- 
vate school then the money paid will 
go to the teachers for their services, 
but if the jury decides that it was a 
public school ‘then the money will be | 
paid back to those who paid it.

FOREIGN-BORN AMERICANS. 

Foreign-born citizens of the 
United States who have become 
great Americans—and there are 
thousands—may note with satisfac- 
tion that two of the fine busts re- 
cently unveiled in the Hall of Fame 
were of men born in other 
countries and became Americans by 
adoption. One of them was a bust 
of John Paul Jones, who was -born 
in Scotland, and the other a bust 
of Louis Agassiz, who was a native 
of Switzerland.

Only a short’ while ago, moved by 
the hepe of winning states where the 
eolored republican vote is heavy, Mr.

One of the contentions of the food- 


combination faddists is that fruits 
should not be eaten with carbohy- 
drates (starches’ and sugars) because 


the saliva is alkaline and the fruit 
acids stop the digestion of the starches 
which begins in this alkaline medium. 
This is hot true. 

Inorganic acid, such as hydrochlor- 
ic, even in small amounts, will pre- 
vent the action of the salivary enzyme 
that acts on starches, but fruit acids 
are weak organic acids—not inorganic 
—and instead of hindering, they fa- 
vor its action, 

However, as the digestion of carbo- 
hydrates is mostly carried on im the 
intestines anyway, even though this 
salivary enzyme were lost, it would 
net matter. It is possible that the 
saliva as a digestive fluid is not ab- 
solutely essential. (Hawk.) 


The chief purpose of the mouth di- 
gestion is the preparation of the food 
by the teeth into fine particles, and 
the lubrication and solution by the 
saliva so it can be tasted, and swal-
